1. The recipient shall request reimbursement of eligible costs by submitting a
Request for Advance or Reimbursement (Form SF-270) on a quarterly basis.
Requests should be submitted to the Grants Management Officer, EPA,
Grants and Audit Management Branch (3PM70).

2. The recipient agrees to submit to EPA a Financial Status Report (SF-269 or
269A) within 90 days after the close of each budget period.

If the budget period is longer than one year, the report must be submitted
annually, based on the anniversary date of the award.

3. The recipient must ensure to the fullest extent possible that at least a "Fair Share" of
8% of Federal funds for prime contracts or subcontracts for supplies, construction,
equipment or services are made available to organizations owned or controlled by
socially and economically disadvantaged individuals, women and historically black
colleges and universities.

The recipient agrees to include in its bid documents the negotiated "Fair Share"
percentages and "require all of its prime contractors to include in their bid documents
for subcontracts the negotiated "Fair Share" percentages.

To evaluate compliance with the "Fair Share" policy, the recipient also agrees to
comply with the six affirmative steps stated in 40 CFR Section 33.240, 31.36(e) ,or
35.6580(a), as appropriate.

4. The recipient agrees to submit a SF-334, "MBE/WBE Utilization Under Federal
Grants, Cooperative Agreements, and other Federal Financial Assistance", to the EPA
award official within 30 days of the end of each Federal fiscal year, i.e., by October
31 st of each year.

5. If a contract is awarded under this assistance agreement, the recipient agrees and is
required to utilize the following affirmative steps:

a. placing Small Businesses in Rural Areas (SBRAs) on solicitation lists;

b. making sure that SBRAs are solicited whenever they are potential sources;

c. dividing total requirements, when economically feasible, into small tasks or
quantities to permit maximum participation by SBRAs;

d. establishing delivery schedules, where the requirements of work will permit,
which would encourage participation by SBRAs;

e.. using the services of the Small Business Administration and the Minority
Business Development Agency of the U.S. Department of Commerce, as
appropriate; and

f. requiring the contractor to take the affirmative steps in subparagraphs a.
through e. of this part if subcontracts are awarded.

6. In accordance with the provisions of 40 CFR Part 32, the recipient is advised that
EPA will not participate in awards made to contractors that have been debarred or
suspended by EPA.

7. Pursuant to EPA Order 1000.25, dated January 24,1990, the recipient agrees to use
recycled paper for all reports which are prepared as a part of this agreement and
delivered to the Agency.

9. The recipient agrees to comply with the requirements of OMB Circular A-133, "Audits
of Institutions of Higher Education and Other Non-Profit Organizations".

10. The recipient agrees to comply with the procurement provisions listed in
40 CFR Part 35.4066.

In accordance with 40 CFR 35.4067, the recipient agrees to submit all
proposed contracts greater than $1,000, prior to their award or
amendment, to the EPA Project Officer for review.

11. The recipient agrees to submit quarterly progress reports to the EPA
Project Officer 45 days after the end of each calendar quarter. These
reports shall fully describe in chart or narrative format the progress
achieved in relationship to the approved schedule, budget, and project

• milestones. Any special problems encountered must be explained.
Copies of any final written documents produced by the technical advisor
should be attached.

12. The recipient agrees to submit, to the EPA Project Officer, a draft of the
final report for review no later than 90 days prior to the end of the .
project, and a final report within 90 days of the end of the project. The
final report shall document project activities over the entire period of
grant support and shall describe the recipient's achievements with
respect to stated technical assistance grant project purposes and
objectives.

13. The recipient agrees to sponsor activities to inform interested community
members about the site. The group must take action to disseminate
information developed under the Technical Assistance Program (TAG)
to the general public, either through newsletters, publications, personal
contact, or public meetings.
